Allowable Subject Matter 

The rejection over Chambers is liereby witlidrawn because Applicants liave 
perfected their priority claim. 

In the Examiner's first Office action, the following observation had been made: 

Applicant is advised that, for the purpose of evaluating the patentability of at least the more 
broadly-described claims against the prior art, a "vinylalkoxysiloxane" will considered merely to be a 
siloxane polymer bearing both vinyl groups and alkoxy groups that are not necessarily on the same silicon 
atom. Likewise, an alkylaLkoxysilane is interpreted as embracing those siloxane polymers having alkyl 
substituents and alkoxy substituents. This same treatment extends to all of the other combinations of 
polymers delineated in (b) though (f). Further, insofar as a polvsiloxane can certainly have bonded 
thereto more than just two types of group, the disclosure of a polymer compound having all of the groups 
mentioned in any of the combinations (a) through (f) may be said to anticipate claim 1 and perhaps some 
of the dependent claims for which no additional structure is contemplated. 

Subsequently, Applicant amended the claims to stipulate that the composition was "a 
mixture" of the pairs of compounds recited in (a) through (f). In the Examiner's October 
14, 2008 correspondence, it was Implied that the claims were being re-interpreted in 
view of Applicants' amendment such that underlined portion of the above passage no 
longer held true. After additional consideration, the Examiner has concluded that it is 
not the case that the "mixture" of, for instance, a vinylalkoxysiloxane and an 
alkylalkoxysiloxane need necessarily mean that these represent different polymer.s

Having said tliat, it is clear from the record that this is Applicants' intent and, hence, for 
the purpose of evaluating the claims against the prior art it has been presumed 
that each compound within the recited pairs of claim 1 is a compound distinct 
from the other. 

In the Examiner's survey both of the patent literature and the academic literature, 
more examples of polymers containing all of the functional groups of the 
aforementioned polymer pairs- see, for example, Ishikawa et al., JP 10-273559- were 
discovered but the Examiner was unable to locate any references that taught a 
composition containing polymer pairs having the prescribed substitution pattern. 
Accordingly, claims 1-18 are deemed allowable.
